Final  figures  on  attendance  and  receipts  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1964  and  ending  June  30,  1965  are 
not  yet  completed  but  preliminary  reports  indicate  that  every- 
thing is  still  on  the  rise  (including  our  spirits.1). 

We  now  have  more  of  everything  in  our  parks

Sanders,  provided  more  MONEY  to  the  State  Parks  Department  by 
means  of  appropriations  and  bond  issues.   That  money  has  been 
put  to  work  in  the  form  of  new  recreation  areas,  and  expanded 
facilities  and  service. 

Governor  Carl  Sanders  and  our  General  Assembly  well 
deserve  the  thanks  of  every  Georgian  for  making  the  State  Park 
system  today  one  of  which  we  can  all  be  proud. 

May  all  future  Governors  and  General  Assemblies  of 
Georgia  possess  and  exhibit  the  same  far-sighted  judgment  and 
progressive  spirit.' 


RECREATION-CONSERVATION  STICKER 

The  General  Office  in  Atlanta 
has  received  many  calls  about  this 
federal  sticker.   Just  about  100%  of 
the  caller-s  are  under  the  mistaken 
impression  that  one  is  needed  for 
entry  into  our  State  Parks.   Through 
a  news  release  and  through  our  own 
publications,  we  are  trying  to  im- 
press the  general  public  with  the  fact 
that  NO  RECREATION  STICKER  IS  NECES- 
SARY TO  ENTER  A  GEORGIA  STATE  PARK. 

The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation  officials  held  a  meeting 
.Tune  16-17  in  Chicago  regarding  the 
Land  and  Jater  Conservation  Fund. 
Cur  Director,  Mr.  Horace  Caldwell, 
and  his  new  Assistant,  Miss  Robin 
Jackson,  attended  this  meeting. 

Because  all  of  Georgia,  and  the 
State  Parks  Department  indirectly, 
will  benefit  from  the  sale  of  the  $7 
annual  stickers  (the  money  is  avail- 
able on  a  matching  basis  to  states, 
counties  and  cities  for  the  develop- 
ment of  needed  recreation  areas), 
Mr.  Caldwell  has  offered  the  services 
of  the  department  in  the  sale  and 
distribution  of  the  stickers.   They 
will  be  available  from  General  Office 
in  the  near  future. 

The  stickers  can  now  be  obtained 
from  the  Atlanta  Regional  Office  of 
the  U.S.  Forest  Service  and  also  at 
the  point  of  entry  into  a  recreational 
area  operated  by  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service  where  a  sticker  is  required. 

Miss  Jackson  also  recently 
announced  that  every  superintendent 
and  member  of  General  Office  will 


T>umpex 
tag  imprinted  with  the  words, 
"Recreation — Conservation",  to  which 
the  sticker  can  be  affixed.   She 
urges  everyone  to  purchase  a  sticker 
to  help  this  program  along.
